The language has the following phonemic contrasts (orthographic 
symbol ization placed in parentheses when different from phonemic 
representation): fortis stops p, t, ty (chy, ts),k (c, qu), kw 
(cw), lenis stops b, d, dy (r, dz), g (g, gu), gw; fortis 
affricate ch, lenis affricate j (dx); fortis fricatives a, :s 
(x), lenis fricatives z, :z (11); fortis lateral L (Id), lenis 
lateral 1; fortis nasals M (mm), N (nn), R (nny); lenis 
nasals a, n, B; semivowels w, y; vowels + (i, wi, yi), i, e, 
a, o, u; and suprasegmental features, of which there are three types: 
tones (not orthographically written) low, high, low-rising, high-rising, 
low-falling, and high-falling; glottallzation V, and syllable types 
high-intensity (Vh) and low-intensity (W). 
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
